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DETAILED ACTION 



Paper 20 erroneously included an advisory action therein. This action is hereby 
vacated. Applicant's amendment correctly responds to the nonfinal action of 7/29/03 
contained in paper 19. The amendment has been entered. An action on the merits 
follows. 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 , 4-6, 13, 25-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Mathein. The rational here is the same as in the rejection of 7/29/03. 

Claims 1 , 4-6, 25-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Jahn. The rational here is the same as in the action of 7/29/03. 



Applicant mentions the declarations that were previously filed. These were 
considered in Office action of 3/26/03. Applicant also filed a declaration with the instant 
amendment. Therein the employees of the assignee rated the cutting ability of various 
blades to cut acrylic sheet material. Apparently no conclusions of a general nature were 
drawn. Thus the relevance of the paper is difficult to ascertain.
